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Former DR pain clinic owner indicted

staff writer Singleton charged with prescription drug, money laundering conspiracies 


The former owner of the 
Grant County Wellness Center, 
a pain clinic in Dry Ridge, faces 
a federal indictment for pre¬ 
scription drug and money laun¬ 
dering conspiracies. 

Ernest William Singleton, 
44, was arrested at the 
Washington County Sheriff’s 
Department Jan. 14 and is 
charged with conspiracy to dis¬ 
tribute oxycodone and conspira¬ 
cy to launder funds from October 


2010 until January 2013. 

Attorney General Jack 
Conway and United States 
Attorney of the Eastern District, 
Kerry B. Harvey, jointly 
announced the indictment of 
Singleton, who ran Grant 
County Wellness Center and 
Central Kentucky Bariatric and 
Pain Management Center in 
Georgetown. 

Singleton closed his pain 


management centers in Kentucky 
and opened a center in 
Jeffersonville, Ind. following 
the implementation of House 
Bill 1, which requires that the 
owner of a pain management 
clinic be a licensed physician. 

The charges against Singleton 
are the result of an investigation 
by Conway’s Department of 
Criminal Investigations, work¬ 
ing in partnership with the Drug 


Enforcement Administration, 
the Internal Revenue Service 
and Kentucky State Police. 

“Illegal pill mills have fueled 
the prescription drug epidemic 
in Kentucky that now kills more 
people than traffic accidents,” 
Conway said. “I appreciate the 
hard work of my Drug Branch 
investigators, working in coor¬ 
dination with our state and fed¬ 
eral law enforcement partners, 


in bringing this case forward.” 

In addition to the indictment, 
Singleton and his two business¬ 
es, Double D and S&R Medical 
Enterprises, are subject to the 
forfeiture of farm land, vehicles, 
businesses and other property 
that were acquired as proceeds 
of or used to facilitate the 
alleged crimes.

Flu bug 
bites county

Flu activity is spreading fast 
this year in Grant County and 
other parts of northern Kentucky 
with nearly triple the number of 
cases from last year and one 
reported death in Campbell 
County. 

“Flu activity is high nation¬ 
wide,” said Emily Gresham 
Wherle, public information 
administrator for the Northern 
Kentucky Health Department. 
“The flu virus is very conta¬ 
gious, meaning that once its in a 
community, it can get passed 
around 
easily. 
The more 
people 
who 
have it 
already, 
the great¬ 
er than 
chance 
that addi- 
t i o n a 1 
people 
will be 
infected. 
Also, 
many people may have gathered 
together for the holidays, increas¬ 
ing the odds of transmission.” 

The flu season usually starts 
in October and can run into April 
or May. 

The peak number of fly cases 
tend to be in January, said 
Wherle, but it is impossible to 
know the peak of this year’s flu 
season until it is over. 

The Northern Kentucky 
Health Department has had more 
than 850 flu cases reported so 
far.

S ome people come to libraries to check out books, but Tim Maloney 
comes for the cards. 

Maloney, who recently moved from Williamstown to Falmouth, 
lent the Grant County Library some of his massive collection of library 
cards for a display in September. 

His binder full of cards includes hundreds of library cards from around 
Kentucky, across the United States and a few from other countries. 

“I have cards from over 400 libraries,” Maloney said. “There are con¬ 
siderably more than that though because places like Santa Fe have two 
cards. Glendale, Calif., sent me 16 different cards. There is over 20 states 
who have sent cards.” 

Maloney has actual borrowing privileges at some libraries using the 
cards while others are not active. 

Most of his collection was obtained by sending e-mails to libraries ask¬ 
ing to add to his tally. 

While working to get cards from every Kentucky library, Maloney has 
been going down the list of states alphabetically contacting libraries. 

He currently has cards from Alabama through Kentucky, along with 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Montana, Ohio, North Carolina, New 
Hampshire, New York, Pennsylvania, Tennessee, Texas, Utah, Washington 
and Wisconsin.

Session is short, but off to a good start 


RANKFORT 
With the holiday 
season behind us, 
the General Assembly 
returned to Frankfort to 
prepare to deal with 
several crucial issues 
facing our 

Commonwealth. 

The first task of the 
2013 legislative session 
was to elect leadership 
for the respective 
caucuses, receive 
committee assignments 
and essentially get our 
footing as we get ready 
for the work ahead of 
us. It’s also a time of 
transition for me and the 
other new members in the 
House as we prepare for 
the first legislative 
session. 

Although new 

questions arise from time 
to time, the 2013 session

finds us dealing with 
some of the same issues 
that have been discussed 
and debated for several 
sessions. First and 
foremost is the need for 
comprehensive tax 
reform, which must be 
done if we hope to keep 
Kentucky on pace with 
states like Tennessee and 
Indiana in job creation. 

We have done some 
work on Kentucky’s tax 
code, most recently 
during the 2005 legislative 
session. But most of the 
tax code is still written 
for the economies of the 
1940’s-1970’s and we 
expect some bills to be 
filed based on the 
recommendations of a 
task force created by the 
governor. 

The general assembly 
is also expected to take 
up recommendations 
from a separate task force 
to bring our pension 
system under 

control. National 

publications have ranked 
Kentucky’s public 
pension system as one of

the worst in the nation 
and we currently face an 
unfunded liability of 
more than $33 billion. It 
is expected that legislation 
will be filed based on the 
committee’s report early 
in this session. 

Discussion will more 
than likely also focus on 
minor changes to the 
so-called pill mill bill, 
which passed in the 2012 
special session. Although 
the bill’s goal was to 
reduce the number of 
pain pills being sold 
illegally on the streets, 


it’s essential we balance 
the needs of patients who 
legitimately use pain 
medication and the 
physicians who follow 
the law in prescribing 
them. 

As in every session, 
other issues are likely to 
come up, such as the 
possibility of legislation 
dealing with special 
taxing districts.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Quality, care means 
equipment lasts longer 

W e had our Scag mower serviced a few 
weeks back, she had suffered from some 
sort of oil leak all summer and looked 
a little weary and unkempt so I felt a bit negligent 
when I dropped her off. Taking care of the lawn and 
garden equipment was something that was pounded 
into my world view of farm responsibilities when I 
was growing up. Plus, I am well aware that if you 
don’t take care of your stuff it means it doesn’t work 
when you need it. The old mower (my neighbor refers 
to her as an “antique”) came back beautiful because 
after she was repaired she was also power washed.. .1 
felt even more guilty when I realized how dirty I had 
let her become. Daddy would not be pleased. 

This not so gentle reminder to take care of our 
lawn and garden paraphernalia set me to task. I 
collected birdbaths, decorative planters, terracotta 
pots, lawn furniture and hoses for bam, garage and 
basement storage. All of these items can be damaged 
during the winter if not stored properly. And I have 
managed to damage every one of these things over 
the years so I speak from experience. The water well 
is still functional because we equipped it with a drop- 
in heating mechanism. And, let’s not forget, that our 
weather hasn’t really been that threatening to begin 
with. 

Wood, iron and plastic 

Ceramic and terracotta items should be cleaned 
and dried and then stored in the basement or the 
garage (where freezing temperatures will not do any 
harm as long as the pots are dry). I’ve found, too, 
that winter squirrel activity around terracotta pots 
can prove dangerous. The squirrels start digging 
in the dirt, they knock 
the pot over and it breaks 
into a dozen pieces. The 
sheep have managed to do 
the same when I let them 
graze freely outside of 
their pasture. The more 
expensive a pot is usually 
means that it was fired at a 
higher temperature and is 
less susceptible to winter 
damage, but if they can be 
cleaned and easily stored 
go ahead and do it. I have 
seen heavily glazed pieces 
crack because a tiny bit of 
moisture expanded during 
freeze. 

Be sure to drain your mbber hoses before you 
store them in the garage, as well. Moisture left in 
the hose can cause them to spring a leak if they are 
left out in freezing temperatures. Pick a sunny, warm 
day to hang them over a fence or stretch them out in 
the yard. Handling frozen hoses can cause trouble, 
too. Yes, I have snapped some clear in half doing it. 
Leam from my impatience. 

Lawn furniture should be stored in a protected 
area, regardless of the material. Wood, wrought 
iron and plastic are all affected by the wind, rain 
and freezing and thawing that takes place during the 
winter months. Treat wood with a conditioner; sand 
away rust on wrought iron and repaint if necessary 
and clean plastic with a mild detergent. 

Lawn mowers, blowers 
and weed trimmers 

Motorized, two-cycle equipment like lawn 
mowers, blowers and weed trimmers (those that you 
mix oil with the gasoline) can either be run dry at the 
end of the season or left fueled, but only if you have 
stabilizer in the gas mixture. If you leave the non- 
stabilized oil/gas mixture in the tank it will “gunk up” 
the engine and it will not start for you next spring. 
I have been told that the gas evaporates leaving a 
watery mix behind after several months of sitting 
around. Replace spark plugs and sharpen the blades 
to save time next spring (my winter service this year 
was the fastest turn around in the history of me! And 
remember how clean she came back? Probably 
because they had the time...) If you have equipment 
with four-cycle engines use up the fuel and change 
the oil before you put it away for the season, ideally. 

Always blow or wipe away grass clippings, oil 
and gas accumulations from your equipment (see 
why I feel so guilty). Chemicals should be stored at 
moderate temperatures. Keep them in a warm, safe 
place away from children during the winter months. 
Thoroughly clean sprayers and spreaders with warm 
water and soap, most chemicals have corrosive effects 
on the moving parts that make these items useful. 
Avoid this by putting them away clean and dry.

according to the lawsuit. 

Federal agents raided El-Amin pain 
management clinic, located in a build¬ 
ing next to Grant County Wellness Cen¬ 
ter, in June 2011. 

Dr. Sundiata El-Amin was not ar¬ 
rested. 

The federal agents, however, believe 
El-Amin’s Dry Ridge clinic was a “pill 
mill.” 

Following the raid, the business 
closed. 

Since the implementation of HB 1 on 
July 20, 2012, 10 pain clinics have shut 
their doors and more than 35 physicians 
have been disciplined for prescribing 
violations. 

Conway launched Kentucky’s first 
and only statewide Prescription Drug 
Diversion Task Force in 2009 to in¬ 
crease investigations into pill mills, 
overprescribing physicians, prescrip¬ 
tion drug trafficking and doctor shop¬ 
ping. 

To date, more than 430 cases have 
been opened. 

Prosecution of the case against Sin¬ 
gleton is being handled by the U.S. At¬ 
torney’s Office. 

A date for Singleton to appear in fed¬ 
eral court has not yet been set. 

If convicted, he faces a maximum of 
20 years in prison on each count.

Search and seizure warrants were 
executed at numerous locations, includ¬ 
ing a Georgetown pharmacy co-owned 
by Singleton and two private residences 
in Springfield and Lawrenceburg. 

While no physicians were named in 
the indictment, the Kentucky Board of 
Medical Licensure has taken disciplin¬ 
ary action against five doctors affiliated 
with the Central Kentucky Bariatric and 
Pain Management Center and Grant 
County Wellness Clinic. 

Two have agreed to indefinite prac¬ 
tice restrictions and must pay $10,000 
fines for violating the Medical Prac¬ 
tice Act, while one physician remains 
suspended pending final action by the 
KBML. 

A lawsuit filed in Grant County in 
early 2012 previously had brought al¬ 
legations of questionable activity at the 
pain clinic. 

A Dry Ridge couple filed a lawsuit 
Jan. 17, 2012, suing the Grant County 
Wellness Center, LLC and Singleton 
after they were allegedly fired for ex¬ 
pressing concerns about how the pain 
clinic operated. 

Lamar and Eileen Fowler filed the 
lawsuit in Grant District Court accus¬ 
ing the defendants of fraud, breach of

Through Dec. 29, about 75 reported 
cases were from Grant County, a statis¬ 
tic that jumped to 125 by the following 
week. 

A Campbell County man recently died 
as a result of complications from the flu, 
however Wherle points out that he also 
had a variety of underlying health condi¬ 
tions. 

“The first cases came in very early this 
year,” Wherle said. “But, we don’t know 
yet how the rest of the season will be. We 
could keep going at a high rate or drop 
off. We have far surpassed the 284 cases 
from last year, but last year was unusu¬ 
ally mild flu season. We’ll be better able 
to compare numbers at the end of flu sea¬ 
son.” 

Grant County and Williamstown In¬ 
dependent Schools have seen the flu’s 
impact on attendance since students re¬ 
turned from Christmas break. 

However, officials said that atten¬ 
dance levels have not come close to dip¬ 
ping enough to discuss the possibility of 
calling off school due to illness. 

Attendance at Grant County Schools 
is down about 1.5 percent to 93.84 per¬ 
cent from its year-to-date average. 

Nancy Howe, district public informa¬ 
tion officer, said attendance wool need to 
be at 88 percent district-wide to cancel 
classes. 

“We are aware of a few staff members 
who have reported flu-like symptoms, but 


contract and negligent and fraudulent 
misrepresentation. 

The Fowlers entered in an agreement 
on April 19, 2011, with Singleton for 
the creation and operation of the Grant 
County Wellness Center, according to 
the lawsuit. 

The Fowlers were allegedly recruit¬ 
ed to participate in the business venture 
because of their experience and knowl¬ 
edge of the industry and familiarity of 
the area. 

In the agreement, the Fowlers were 
promised a 30 percent ownership inter¬ 
est in the center. 

According to the lawsuit, the Fowl¬ 
ers “were assured that the Wellness 
Center was a legitimate medical facility 
and all applicable laws and regulations 
would be followed during operation.” 

However, when the Fowlers began 
working at the center they started to 
notice issues that concerned them about 
the activities of the doctors and staff and 
overall operation and management of 
the business, according to the lawsuit. 

“One major concern was the amount 
and type of medication that was being 
prescribed to patients visiting the Well¬ 
ness Center,” the lawsuit states. 

After expressing their concerns to 
Singleton, the Fowlers were fired and 
locked out of the center by Singleton, 


there has not been a dramatic rate of ab¬ 
senteeism among staff,” she said. “Also, 
the student absences seem to be the result 
of a variety of illnesses, including some 
stomach viruses, not just the classic flu¬ 
like symptoms.” 

At Williamstown Independent, atten¬ 
dance has been at 93.62 percent, a drop of 
about 2.5 percent from the usual rate. 

David Poer, Williamstown Elemen¬ 
tary principal and district director of pupil 
personnel, said there have been more ab¬ 
sences than usual, but it has not been as 
bad as other parts of the countiy. 

“It’s not to a detriment yet,” he said. 
“We’ve had to use every sub that we 
have, let’s put it that way. It’s not an epi¬ 
demic yet.” 

Poer said attendance levels would 
have to get to 85 percent to close. 

With the flu sweeping the nation, 
Howe said that Grant County Schools 
have attempted to thwart the spread as 
much as possible. 

“Our district nurse has encouraged 
increased hand washing district-wide and 
has suggested that the lessons teaching 
individuals to cough and sneeze in their 
sleeve be revisited,” Howe said. “She 
also has DVDs, a glo germ kit, posters 
and other resources that teach good tech¬ 
niques for preventing the spread of germs 
that have been requested by a few indi¬ 
vidual schools/teachers. Our custodial 
staff has also been attentive and diligent 
in cleaning areas that are most conducive 
to the spread of germs.” 


As always, the best way to prevent 
the flu is to receive a vaccination, said 
Wherle. 

It takes two weeks for the flu vaccine 
to be effective. 

The vaccine is still available at the 
Grant County Health Center and most 
children can get it for free through federal 
program, said Wherle. 

The shot costs $20 for adults, but the 
department will not turn away anyone 
who is unable to pay. 

“While vaccination offers the best 
protection against influenza infection, it’s 
still possible that some people may be¬ 
come ill after being vaccinated,” Wherle 
said. “Influenza vaccination is not a per¬ 
fect tool, but it is the best tool currently at 
our disposal to prevent influenza. 

Other flu prevention recommendation 
include: 

• Cover your cough or sneeze 

• Wash your hands often with soap 
and water for 15-20 seconds or by using 
alcohol-based disposable hand wipes or 
gel sanitizers. 

• Avoid touching your eyes, nose or 
mouth. Germs are often spread when a 
person touches an object that is contami¬ 
nated with germs and then touches his or 
her eyes, nose or mouth. 

• Avoid close contact with people who 
are sick. 

• When you are sick, stay home from 
work, school and errands. Keep your dis¬ 
tance from others to protect them from 
getting sick. 


“I get a decent response,” Maloney 
said. “I don’t expect most of them to go 
and send me cards. Then, there are some 
that just don’t have cards. I’ve had some 
people ask me why. It basically comes 
down to that it’s something different. Ev¬ 
erybody collects coins or stamps.” 

When he receives a card in the mail, 
Maloney said he always writes them a 
thank-you letter. 

Maloney had a library in Illinois send 
him a stack of library cards they had re¬ 
ceived for a display one year. 

He also has cards from Canada, Scot¬ 
land and Australia. 

His two favorite cards are from Thou¬ 
sand Oaks, Calif, and Westbrook, Conn. 

“Westbrook, Conn., is a pretty plain 
card,” Maloney said. “It’s just white back¬ 
ground with blue print. But, I’m a lifetime 
honorary member. Thousand Oaks, Calif, 
has me as an esteemed patron. That’s just 
the way they sent the cards.” 

Some of the cards have photographs on 
them. 

Some have with colorful designs while 
a few are three-dimensional. 

As a child, Maloney collecting restau¬ 
rant menus. 

He also collected egg paper weights 
and he has a sizable number of books. 

The library card collection began about 
five years ago. 

“I started collecting them basically be¬ 
cause I went to North Carolina and needed 
to use the library,” Maloney said. “I told 
them I needed to use the computer and 
they said I can sign up for a card. When 
I told them I didn’t live there, they said I 
didn’t need to. That’s when I went ‘ding.’” 

Since he already had cards from Mary¬ 
land when he lived there and several more 
from Kentucky, Maloney decided to see 
how many he could accumulate. 

The collection grew to about 50 cards 
quickly, but when his car was broken into 
last year, everything, including the cards, 
were stolen. 

Not to be deterred, Maloney decided to 
get back on the saddle and start contacting 
libraries again. 

Now that the number of cards has 
amassed into the hundreds, Maloney plans 
to continue reaching for his ultimate goal. 

He hopes to one day receive cards from 
San Francisco, Tombstone, Ariz. and An¬ 
chorage, Alaska. 

According to the American Library As¬ 
sociation, there are 122,105 libraries in the 
United States, including 9,225 administra¬ 
tive public libraries. 

That’s a lot of e-mails to send. 

Once the collection is complete, Malo¬ 
ney already has a vision for what he will 
do with the library cards. 

“I plan on creating a display that says, 
‘Libraries: the heart of our communities,”’ 
he said. “Then, I’ll go and send everybody 
a picture of it.”

Corinth Lake 
closed until Feb. 2 

Corinth Lake will be closed 
to the public from Jan. 20 
through Feb. 2. Fisheries 
biologists with the Kentucky 
Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources plan to spray the 
96-acre lake with a chemical 
designed to eliminate gizzard 
shad. Although the chemical is 
not harmful to humans, wildlife 
or pets, the department will 
close the lake as a precaution. 

The department is taking 
action because shad, which were 
introduced from an unknown 
source, are affecting the growth 
of bluegill and redear sunfish in 
the lake. Shad are prohibited 
from being used as bait in 
Corinth Lake because of their 
potential to harm the panfish 
fishery. 

Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
manages this lake for fishing. 
Gizzard shad removal will help 
begin the restoration of the 
panfish fishery that was once 
popular at Corinth Lake. The 
eradication will have minimal 
impact to bass, catfish and 
panfish in Corinth Lake.
